Librarian’s Report 


Your library continues to grow. Published statistics for 1974 put 
Wentworth in a tie for 11th place in per capita circulation and number one 
in use of the Bookmobile in towns under 2000 population. The 1975 circula- 
tion rose by 2451 over 1974. 


Miss Pamela Pease was appointed to replace Mrs. Donald Campbell who 
did not wish to be reappointed. We are happy however that she continues to 
serve many hours as a volunteer. 


The librarian attended the spring and fall training sessions given at PSC 
by the State Library. 


We borrowed 4596 books and records from the Bookmobile in three 
visits and 78 direct from Interlibrary Loan. Two new ideas are in service — 
a paperback book swap and a collection of donated sewing patterns. Neither 
of these products is seldom used twice and with the increased costs it is 
encouraging to see people willing to share them with others. If you sew, 
stop in and see what is there. 


A shelf count has been made to correct the inevitable errors over the 
years.

A total of $1050.00 was raised and appropriated in 1975 in the towns 
of Rumney, Wentworth and Warren. This has allowed the Center to continue 
operation and one additional Autovance individual filmstrip viewer with sound 
was purchased. Gifts to the Center by the American Legion Auxiliary and 
Mrs. Donald Campbell have been used to purchase a set of thirteen large Bi- 
centennial posters and a set of twelve small replicas of various American 
flags. The money earned at the Market Day Food Sale was used to purchase 
a set of wall charts on American History. 


An additional grant of $3435.00 under LSCA Title III has been approved 
by the N. H. Library Commission. This money cannot be used to purchase 
machines or software but will cover the cost of operation, cataloging, expan- 
sion to cover Groton, Piermont and Orford if it is so voted in those towns, 
and the necessary materials for a program of recording the Plymouth Record 
Citizen for distribution to those unable to read the printed edition. 


This grant will free all money raised at the various town meetings for 
use in expansion of present services. 


The main purpose of the Center is coordination and with each school 
aware of the other’s holdings duplication is being avoided. Filmstrips with 
sound which is the most popular school media are approximately $20.00 
each. By providing each town and school library with a complete catalog 
of the holdings of the Center and each school everyone’s AV money goes 
much farther. 


Organizations and individuals alike are urged to make use of the machines 
and materials available. Training sessions are held to acquaint people with 
the use of the machines. 


Suggestions of desirable subjects are always welcome and will be con- 
sidered whenever expansion money is available. Check with your librarian.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city councils, the 
Division of Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden and several deputy 
forest fire wardens in each town and city every three years. The town or city 
warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men and adequate equipment 
to suppress any wildfire that occurs in his town or city during his term of 
appointment. The fire warden must authorize all open burning when the 
ground is not covered with snow. No open fires can be authorized between 
9 a.m. and 5 p.m., unless it is raining, without the additional permission of 
the state district fire chief. 


Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground is not covered 
with snow must first obtain the written permission of the forest fire warden. 
Camp and cooking fires also require the warden’s permission. 


The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire Service, assists 
all cities and towns in meeting these requirements by training the warden and 
deputy forces in wildfire suppression tactics, making hand tool suppression 
equipment available at fifty percent of cost, supplying pieces of Federal ex- 
cess property for use as fire-attack vehicles and sharing up to fifty percent of 
the cost of wildfire suppression costs. 


Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town program. Smokey 
Bear is available from the Forest Fire Service for local fire prevention programs. 
Posters and Junior Ranger kits are available for distribution by local fire de- 
partments upon request to the Forest Fire Service. Each forest fire warden 
is expected to carry on a continuous wildfire prevention program within his 
town or city.

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TOWN REPORT FROM THE NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 


Assistance and information on flood insurance program and revising the 
Flood Hazard Boundary map are the services the North Country Council pro- 
vided to the town in 1975. NCC attended three (3) evening meetings. 

On the regional level, the North Country Council prepared a public trans- 
portation plan and is working toward the implementation of its recommenda- 
tions. The Council became the economic development district for northern 
New Hampshire on July, 1975, and is currently carrying out this function. 
Several region-wide meetings on Water Supply and Pollution Control Com- 
mission regulations, economic development, seminars for planning board 
members, and recycling of newsprint were sponsored. A recently completed 
report entitled ““The Regulation of Mobile Homes in the Community’’, pre- 
pared by the Council, provides technical information to planning board mem- 
bers and local officials in the area of mobile homes. 

In 1975, the Council increased its base of local support from 19 to 29 
towns. The Council coordinates its activities with other agencies in order to 
avoid any possible duplication of effort. 

Planning News, the Council’s bi-monthly newsletter, disseminates useful 
information on land use, state legislation, court decisions, and general 
activities to interested persons in town. A town resident can be placed on the 
mailing list by contacting the town’s NCC representative or the Council office 
in Franconia, NH. (Tel. 823-8108) 

In performing its duties, the Council attends approximately 200 night 
meetings a year. 

For the future, continued activity in community planning assistance will 
be emphasized along with major regional efforts in economic development, 
land use, and housing. Dissemination of planning information will be con- 
tinued. The Council is working closely with the NH Public Utilities Commis- 
sion in the improvement and upgrading of the North Country’s rail lines, 
especially the Lincoln line and the North Stratford to Beecher Falls line. 

The Council sincerely appreciates and thanks the town for its support 
and participation. This support has enabled the Council to provide a good 
deal of local and regional services.

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BICENTENNIAL ACTIVITIES 


Wentworth began the celebration of the Bicentennial year on Memorial 
Day, May 30, 1975 with a service at the church on the common. 

Participating were Reverend William Norman, Father Jean Tremblay and 
Reverend Dorothy Sprague, Selectmen Harold Brown and Donald Campbell, 
Dr. Kenneth Wolfe at the organ, Melvin Holland who awarded prizes for the 
winning posters and essays, the students who read their essays, the Junior 
Choir directed by Mrs. William Jensen, the Legionnaires who presented the 
colors and the Auxiliary who assembled and explained the Legion symbol. 

On the common George Evers, Francis Muzzey and Michael Johnson outlined 
the site of the first meeting house (1789) and the burial ground and placed 
marked crosses indicating the graves of the early settlers. The program ended 
after a rifle volley and taps. As the flag was raised to full staff, trumpeter 
Dorothy Brown played “‘Salute to the Colors” with Timothy Mountfort 
playing the echo. 

On June 20, the Neighborhood Hobby Show was staged at the Town Hall 
with the theme of get-to-know-your-neighbor. A most successful affair, the 
show revealed a wide range of local interest ranging from ham radio operation 
to raising fancy pigeons, from original poetry to duck decoys, from aerial 
photography to radio-controlled trains as well as doll collecting, painting, 
weaving and other handwork. No admission was charged and nothing was 
sold, but ideas were exchanged and all went home with high regard for his 
neighbor. 

The Fourth of July began with the fire siren summoning people to Hamil- 
ton Field for an old-fashioned Fourth. A beautiful day it was a perfect setting 
for the games and contests for both young and old with Milo Cheney as 
Master of Ceremonies. Warren firemen helped with the tug-of-war and the 
water battle. 

In August, the boys of Camp Pemigewassett presented a delightful produc- 
tion of Gilbert and Sullivan’s Trial by Jury at the school. 

Village Market Day took place at the Town Hall on Saturday September 27 
after having been rained out a week earlier. Here people offered for sale 
farm products, poultry, and handwork of all kinds. The Historical Society 
had a mini-flea market for benefit of the church steeple fund. 

October 26 was the highlight of our season for then we received the desired 
Bicentennial flag from Governor Meldrim Thomson. The ceremony of 
presentation at the Church was basically simple. The eight first graders clad 
in colonial costumes made by Jayne Whittall, Mildred DeCotis, and Irene Dow 
preceded the Governor and Mrs. Thomson to the rostrum. Here Marcella 
Hoffmann gave the welcome following the Invocation by Reverend William 
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Norman. Milo Cheney introduced the guest of honor. Selectman Harold 
Brown accepted the Bicentennial flag from Governor Thomson. Selectman 
Donald Campbell received the Certificate of Recognition. Dr. Kenneth 
Wolfe played the organ prelude and Reverend Richard Mountfort gave the 
Benediction postlude. The first graders escorted the Governor to the flag- 
pole on the common where he raised the flag while the church bell was tolled 
13 times by Michael Johnson and Reverend Mountfort played the National 
Anthem. 

Carol singing through the town was planned for the Sunday before Christ- 
mas to be followed by a social hour at the Town Hall, but inclement weather 
cancelled that. | 

The first event in 1976 was a family fun-in-the-snow day at Look-Away 
Lodge on Sunday, January 25 with the Baker River Valley Snowmobile Club 
in charge.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


In my opinion, Wentworth citizens can be proud of their school department. 
Within the limits of the budget, every effort is made to help the students. 
Your teachers are committed to a quality program, and the results of their 
efforts are clearly in evidence. The special program such as speech and occu- 
pational therapy have also benefited many of your youngsters. 


I think it is appropriate to point out that it is indeed much more difficult for 

a teacher to work effectively with two grades in the same room. Also, teachers 
in a relatively small school are required to do many extras not normally 
assigned teachers in a larger system. The fact that a small school like Went- 
worth functions so well is truly the result of a faculty working together for the 
benefit of the pupils. 


We are fortunate indeed to have acquired the services of Mr. Peter Graham as 
your principal. His experience as a teacher and his formal training in school 
administration, coupled with his understanding of people have provided the 
community with a valuable person. 


The proposed budget is the result of many hours deliberation by your school 
board. Without doubt, school budgets become more difficult to prepare each 
year due to inflation and the concern to keep your taxes down. However, the 
proposed budget contains some of the school department needs to which I 
will direct some comments. 


Some Budget Highlights 


Account #135 
Today the need for legal advice is constantly in evidence. 


Account #210 

The need for a teacher aide primarily to provide instructional assistance 
for students in grades I and II is desirable. Essentially, we are anticipating a 
large grade I and II combination. Also, there appears to be an unusually wide 
range of abilities and achievements within the group. These two factors lead 
us to believe these youngsters would profit substantially from the services of 
an instructional aide. 


Account #215 | 
The need for newer textbooks and normal replacements. 


Account #230 
The escalating costs of consumable supplies such as paper and work- 


books. 
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Account #850.2 
The rate for the New Hampshire Teachers Retirement System will 
more than double by July, 1976. 


Account #890 
The cost of an improved health insurance plan plus a rate increase. 


Account #1266 
The need for a new well has been established by the following factors: 
a) Although the present water is not classified as harmful, the quality is not 
good; 
b) Present system is a maintenance problem. 


Account #1477.1 

The high school tuition costs will increase approximately $18,000.00. 
This is the major increase in the budget. An increase in the number of 
students, and the tuition rate are the contributing factors.

REPORT OF THE FOOD SERVICE DIRECTOR 


The annual report of the Wentworth School Lunch program is as follows: 


Participation in the program has shown a steady increase since the start of 
school with the present participation being between 85 and 90 per cent of 
the total school enrollment. 


As in the past, we are fortunate to have the opportunity to periodically re- 
ceive government surplus food from the State Distributing Agency. This food 
is worked into the planned menus as much as possible to enable the school 
lunch program to be run economically. We also are grateful for the produce 
donations received from local gardeners during the fall harvest, and other 
donations received during the year. As in your own households, our costs are 
constantly on an increase, but hopefully, with careful planning and manage- 
ment we will be able to maintain the present lunch cost for another year. 


The Wentworth School has been active in the National Food Service Bi- 
Centennial Program by preparing periodic “‘Heritage Meals’? — meals designed 
to commemorate a United States historical period. These include: ‘‘First 
Thanksgiving’’, “‘Uniquely U.S.A.”’, ‘“‘Liberty Bell’’, and ‘“‘Louisiana Purchase”’. 


We participated in the National School Lunch Week by inviting parents and 
friends to join us for “‘Invite America to Lunch” day and preparing a bulletin 
board depicting a well-balanced school lunch. 


Finally my deep appreciation to my assistant Barbara Dow who has made 
my job easier and very pleasant, and to the faculty and school board for 
their constant help and assistance.

I respectfully submit my first Annual Report to the parents and citizens of 
Wentworth. 


We have a total enrollment of 88 students. The breakdown per grade is as 
follows:” Grades) 2'821l — 17:0 eeaslv — 10; V — Il: Vi 8 Vinee 
VIII — 17. 


There were three new teachers to the school this year, myself included. 

Mrs. Deborah McCormack, a 1975 graduate of Fitchburg State College (Mass.), 
is teaching Grades | and 2; Mr. Anthony Calabro, a 1974 graduate of Plym- 
outh State College, teaches science/English in Grades 5-8 and coaches foot- 
ball and baseball; and I, a 1958 graduate of Plymouth State College, teach 
math/social studies in Grades 5-8 and coach.basketball. 


One of our first endeavors was to launch the Eighth Grade fundraising for 
the annual trip to Boston. With such a large class, much help will be needed 
to raise the necessary funds. To date they have raised $500. 


Our fall activities were highlighted by a second place finish in both football 
and volleyball. Of much more importance was our 99% participation by 
students. 


We took field trips to Squam Lakes Science Center and climbed Stinson Mt. 
as part of our outdoor science activities. The parent conferences were held 
on Nov. 5 and was attended by over 80% of the parents. 


We initiated an Honor Roll for Grades 5-8, and on November 25 we recog- 
nized their scholastic effort along with the fall sport awards in our first 
Achievement Assembly. 


Our Physical Education program was conducted by three men from Plymouth 
State College, and we hope to continue this in 1976. A highlight of our ex- 
panded Physical Education program was the intramural league for Grades 5-8. 
We have 100% participation. 


We are actively pursuing Bicentennial projects in our U. S. History classes 
and will continue in 1976. 


We began after-school instrumental lessons under the direction of Stanley 
Thurber. We have had 20 students, grades 4-8, who have signed to take lessons. 
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I wish to thank the parents who helped with our transportation and those 
who volunteered their support in other school projects. With your continued 
cooperation, we can look forward to a rewarding school experience for your 
children in 1976.

EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1974-1975 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New 
Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the total 
amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the following quotation: 
‘‘Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory union shall annually prepare 
a report of the total salary paid to the superintendent, showing in detail the 
amount paid by the state and each local school district, and their share of 
same. Said report shall be filed with the school board of each school district 
involved and shall be included in the annual report of the respective school 
district as a separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for each 
assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, and business administrators, if 
any is in service in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among the several 
school districts of the union on the basis of adjusted valuations. One-half is 
prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the school for the pre- 
vious school year ending June 30th. The salary of $18,500 which was re- 
ceived by the Superintendent of Schools of Supervisory Union #48 during 
1974-1975 was made up as follows: $2,500 paid by the State of New Hamp- 
shire and $16,000 was prorated among the school districts comprising the 
Supervisory Union. Allowance for $1,000 travel within the Union was also 
prorated as stated above. 


The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1974-1975 was made up as 
follows: $2,400 paid by the State of New Hampshire and $13,100 was pro- 
rated as stated above. Allowance for $1,200 travel within the Union was also 
prorated as stated above.
